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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's election of the species of figures 44-48, claims 17-20 and 45-62 to the 
previous election of Group II (claims 17-28 and 37-62), filed 4/22/05, has been acknowledged. 
However, several sub-species exist within the election of this species and a further restriction 
election is detailed below. 

Claims 1-16, 29-36 and 63-74 have been canceled. 

Election/Restrictions
